The new federal 
rent subsidy program was explained by Mr. 
William Mateer, Housing Director.

NEW BUSINESS 
Public Hearing— 


This meeting was held at the Lansing 
Church of God and Christ (the first in a 
series of meetings to be held outside the 
City Hall). There were approximately 50 
people present at this meeting (members 
of families being displaced by the I-496 
highway) to discuss with the Committee, 
their problems and complaints of being

unable to find homes in their price range 
and being unable to find homes in areas 
equal to the areas in which they are pre- 
sently living. Demands were made by the 
residents to discontinue the highway con- 
struction until adequate housing is found 
for the displaced families, even if it would 
mean the possible loss of federal funds. 


Mr. William Mateer—-Housing Director, 
and Mr. Marcell Elliott from the relocation 
office were also present at the meeting. 
Mr. Mateer answered a number of questions 
asked him by the audience regarding avail- 
able low-rent housing. After this had been 
reviewed and the highway department time 
table was given for razing homes along 
the corridor, many expressed their feelings 
as to the deadlines. 


The Director stated due to industrial 
expansion and the people coming to Lan- 
sing to live from out State have com- 
plicated the problem of providing ample 
housing for people in the corridor.

“critical”? housing shortage. Father Faiver 
stated that 900 to 1,000 more units in the 
Public Housing program will be need and 
Gerald Lett stated that 2,000 more units 
will be needed. A letter is to be sent to 
the Mayor, City Council and the Housing 
Commission requesting them to seek’ a 
larger number of low-cost housing units, 
and if this additional amount cannot be 
met, to explain why.

1. A letter was received from the Greater 
Lansing Coordinating Council for Hu- 
man Rights asking the Lansing Human 
Relations Committee if they would pick 
up where the Coordinating Council left 
off in publishing a monthly Human Re- 
lations Newsletter of local group activi- 
ties. 


2. Letter from the Human Rights Com- 
mission of San Francisco on receiving 
information on an ordinance requiring 
nondiscriminatory provisions in city 
contracts. The office has this informa- 
tion and it will be sent to them by the 
Director. 


3. Letter received from J. Lee Hamrick 
regarding the methods he is employing 
to inform his tenants in carrying out 
their obligations. 


4. Letter from Mrs. Loleta D. Fyan and 
Mrs. Marvin Tomber of the League of 
Women Voters regarding the housing 
situations: 


“The League of Women Voters is an 
organization of women who promote poli- 
tical responsibility through informed and 
active participation of citizens in govern- 
ment. It is non-partisan, taking action on 
issues, not on candidates. The local issues 
on which the 220 members of the Lansing 
Area League have taken a stand are hous- 
ing, water resources and schools. 


On housing, the League favors equality 
in housing, recognizes the need for addi- 
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MAY 2, 1966 


tional housing, especially in the low rental 
field and favors action at the earliest pos- 
sible time. 


League members agreed on this policy 
after studying the housing situation in 
Lansing and issuing a report in October, 
1964. We are now working on a second 
report that will summarize what has been 
done since then and outline the present 
housing problems in the metropolitan area. 


At this time, our greatest concern is for 
the low-income families for whom there 
is no housing. These are made up of three 
groups,—those being forced to move by 
private and public developments, those 
now being brought in by industry to meet 
labor shortages and those now in sub-stand- 
ard units. The City of Lansing faces a 
crisis. Decisions made now will determine 
whether our community is to have more 
slum housing or less. Unless the City 
acts as rapidly as possiblie, these families 
have no choice but to double up with others, 
making a bad situation worse. 


While the most pressing problem is to 
catch up with housing arrears, we also 
are aware that plans should continue for 
the provision of enough units to meet the 
needs of an increasing population and con- 
tinuous community developments. 


We suggest that all interested groups, 
both governmental and private combine 
their efforts to spread information about 
the rapid changes in our area, to explain 
housing facts and point out their implica- 
tions. Without continuous and wide-spread 
education about the seriousness of the situ- 
ation, the people will be unwilling to ac- 
cept the necessary steps to provide low 
rental housing.”

REPORTS 
DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


The Director’s report was read and 
placed on file. It included the various 
meetings he attended and the various talks 
he gave during the month of March, 1966. 
Chairman Hugo Lundberg added to the Di- 
rector’s report that the telegrams which 
had been requested by the Committee in 
the March meeting had been sent out by 
the Director. The telegrams expressed the 
Committee’s alarming concern over the 
housing shortage in Lansing and requested 
that the I-496 highway be delayed until 
adequate housing is available. Chairman 
Lundberg also read to the Committee a 
reply from the telegrams which were sent 
out. The reply stated that the housing 
problems in Lansing outlined in the tele- 
grams, was given serious consideration in 
the Department of Commerce to the extent 
that their representatives were sent to 
Lansing to investigate the complaints. 


EMPLOYMENT SUB-COMMITTEE 


Mr. Haruska stated he had to check on 
a person at one of the Lansing plants. The 
individual had not been allowed to acquire 
seniority and was not given fair opportun- 
ity for advancement into an area for which 
he had been trained. 


HOUSING SUB-COMMITTEE 


Chairman Stuart Dunnings gave the re- 
port that the sub-committee had met twice 
since the March Committee meeting. They 
met on one oceassion to write the ele- 
grams to the Secretary and Under Secre- 
tary of Commerce to express the Commit- 
tees concern over the housing shortage in 
Lansing. On another occassion they met 
to talk to a local real estate broker who 
has been accused of discriminatory selling. 
This case was turned over to the Civil 
Rights Commission some time ago. Chair- 
man Hugo Lundberg suggested that the 
Committee give the Civil Rights Commis- 
sion another couple of weeks to act and 
if they do not, the Committee then requests 
that this person be present at the next 
Committee meeting. Mr. Dunnings sug- 
gested that if the Civil Rights Commission 
meets in Lansing within the next three (3) 
weeks that Mr. Lundberg and the housing 
sub-committee meet with them and ex- 
plain to them the importance of this issue 
and of what this person is doing. 


The Housing Sub-committee was advised 
by the Human Relation Committee of the 
Whole to set up a meeting for Monday, 
April 18th, to meet with the Director and 
draw up a resolution to send to the Mayor 
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and members of the City Council requesting 
that the City Council give notice that in 
the future, no plans for developing of sub- 
divisions or financial assistance will be ap- 
proved unless assurance is given that open 
occupancy will be enforced.

RESEARCH AND PUBLIC RELATIONS 
SUB-COMMITTEE 


Mrs. Goodman, Chairman, expressed her 
concern about a controversial film strip 
shown by the police department, to a high 
school class, which Mrs. Goodman felt was 
not good police-community relations. Also 
referred to the sub-committee during the 
meeting was the possibility of publishing a 
monthly Human Relations Newsletter 
which was announced earlier in the Com- 
munications, 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


Chairman Lundberg gave the report of 
the Budget Hearing held on April 12, 1966. 


NEW BUSINESS 
None. 


After the business reports, Chairman 
Lundberg opened the meeting for people 
in the audience to voice their opinions. 
This meeting was held at the Cristo Rey 
Church on East Main Street. There were 
approximately 380 visitors present. 


Mr. Hamrick of the Hamrick Realty 
gave his report to the Committee as to the 
qualifications to be met by his tenants. 
He had earlier been alleged of unfair evic- 
tions. He explained he was just abiding 
by the local regulations as to the number 
of persons living in one dwelling. 


MAY 2, 1966 


Mrs, Ann Oliver, President of the Lan- 
sing Housing Commission explained to the 
Committee and others present in the audi- 
ence, the object of the “Turn Key’ pro- 
gram which the Housing Commission is in- 
vestigating. 


Mrs. Klein a member of the Neighbor to 
Neighbor committee was in the audience, 
and brought to the attention of the Com- 
mittee an article published in one of the 
local news papers, which regarded discrim- 
inatory selling. 


Also discussed by the Committee during 
open discussion was where to hold the next 
Committee meeting. The meetings out- 
side the City Hall have proven very suc- 
cessful. Chairman Lundberg suggested the 
next meeting on May 12th, be held back 
at the Lansing Church of God in Christ 
on West St. Joseph Street. Mr. Haruska, 
Chairman of the Employment Sub-commit- 
tee, said the Committee could also hold any 
of the monthly meetings in any of the 
union halls. 


Rev. Gill of the Ministerial Asociation 
voiced his complaints as to the fact that 
al] the attention in relocating people from 
the [1-496 corridor has been directed to- 
wards families and individuals and that 
there has been no concern for the busines- 
ses in the corridor. This was discussed 
with the Committee. Rev. Gill stated he 
wanted to have his businesses which in- 
clude a dry cleaners, barber and beauty 
shop all in one building and that the main 
drawback is the “J. Parking’ rule which 
is included in zoning. Rev. Faiver sug- 
gested that the Director speak with Mr. 
Ray Guernsey, Planning Director, and dis- 
cuss with him the possibility of retaining 
some of the zoning laws for Rev. Gill as 
when the businesses first started,

The survey will be con- 
ducted by approximately 50 Michigan State 
University volunteer students from the 
United Campus Christian Fellowship and 
SCOPE (Students for Community Organ- 
ization through Panhellenic Effort). A 
temporary relocation office will be opened 
in the East Corridor at 801 S. Pennsylvania 
Avenue where a staff will be available to 
answer questions from any of the affected 
residents.

Delores Cook who is working as a volunteer 
in identifying all the people who live in 
the East Corridor homes. She will later 
help to compile the returned survey sheets.

such as rioting and welfare. People will 
be able to contact a referral service work- 
ing on a 24 hour basis.
